Tue chances of a European intervention in America scem 
to have diminished considerably since the publication of the 
English and Russian replies to the French note. Russia is

Many of the French journals continue to write a great deal 
of nonsense of a very characteristic kind on the subject of the 
Southern Confederacy regarded as a Slave Power, and the 
Fi deral Government viewed as a Power bent on the extinction 
of Slavery, It would be a great convenience for politicians, 
journalists, and, indeed, all persons who find themselves called 
upon to express an opinion about the American War, if the con- 
test couldbe shown to relate only, or even chiefly, to the slavery 


| question, We should know at once where to place our sympa- 


thies, whereas now the great majority of Englishmen wish for 
the success of the South on account of the superior valour and 
patriotism of its armies fighting under enormous disadvantages 


| against a Government which has suspended all guarantees of 


liberty, and fear its success because the continuance of negro 
slavery would apparently be the consequence of it, The French 
partisans of the North, probably without being fully aware of 
the injustice they are doing the South, find that it simplifies 
the American question to leave out of view all that does not 
relate to slavery. They have now their theory, and of course 
they will stick to it, We in England, however, cannot sbut 


order to bring it back to the Union, and not with any intention 
of setting the slaves free, and, moreover, that if the South 
wished merely to keep its slaves it could do so now by re- 
turning to the Union before January next, The Southerners 
will not submit to Northern Government, but have, un- 
fortunately, no thought of liberating their slaves; the 
Northerners will not let the white men of the South escape 
from the political servitude they wish to keep imposed upon 
them, and they will raise up the slaves against them if they 
cannot sufficiently weaken them in any other manner, As for 
the rest, the Southerners have pledged themselves by a general 
vote not to tolerate the slave trade—a branch of commerce 
which the American Government has hitherto encouraged in 
so far that it has frequently sought to impede us in our

endeavours to put it down, Either party may make use of the 
slaves, but neither will liberate them from any motive of 
benevolence ; and, instead of regarding the combatants simply 
as pro-slavery and anti-slavery men, it would be much fairer 
to omit such considerations altogether, valueless as they are on 
both sides, If, without inquiring into the motives of North 
and South, we simply ask ourselves which of the two, in case 
of ultimate victory, is most likely to benefit the negro, we still 
feel ourselves unable to answer the question, At the very 
last moment, after liberating the negroes by an_ illegal 
act, the Northern Government would be quite prepared 
to give them up to their old masters if by so doing it 
could restore the Union—a consummation which, even in the 
event of all the South being subdued by force of arms, must 
still be based on some sort of compromise. The position of 
these unfortunate blacks would then be worse than ever, 
Would it be better if they emigrated in a mass to the North, 
where they are il)-treated and despised—where, in short, no 
one wishes to have them? On the other hand, if the South 
gains its independence, the slave remains a slave until his 
master finds it to be his interest to emancipate him, This de- 
sirable result might, according to some authorities, be brought 
about by the impossibility of retaining him in servitude should 
he really resolve to escape to the North. Previous to the 
war—as Mr, Gladstone put the case—the slave was kept down 
by the whole weight of the United States’ Government. 
Should a separation take place, he would have to deal only 
with his Southern rulers, and, escaping them, would at once be 
free. 

We do not, for our part, see much hope for the poor slave, 
whatever be the result of the war, And this isnatural enough ; 
for it is not about him that the North and South are fighting. 
It is a striking anomaly in the eyes of French journalists 
(who delight in such anomalies) that the Southerners should 
at the same time be fighting for liberty and slavery, But

Ovr Engraving represents the scene which terminated the reign of 
the indolent Otho, and virtually shuts out the Bavarian dynasty from 
the throne of Greece.

diplomatic body who waited on them within sight of the port, and coun- 
selled them not to Tr to disembark and brave the irritation of the 
crowd.

The full text of the important civenlar addressed by the Foreign 
Minist-r of France, on the 20th ult., to the Cabinet of Turin, has been 
peblisied, The first half consists of a recapitulation of the principal 
ce urrences, diplomatic and otherwise, connected with the ocenpation 
ot Nome during the last fourteen years, The concluding and more 
important portion is as follows :— 

The Emperor has taken upon himself to explain, in a letter recently 
inserted in the Moniteur, the principles which guide his policy, and to 
demonstrate to Italy as well as to the Holy See the aim to be attained and 
the means to athain it. From the moment that the Emperor thus indicated 
the difficulties of the task und the conditions of success his Government hus 
not ceased to renew his uttemp*s to reconcile men’s minds aud to restore to 
troubled consciences and suXering interests peace and security. The 
results have not, unfortunately, up to the present tinie, responded to his 
wi-hes; but if we have to regret on one side the persistence with which 
the Court of Rome hag r fused to reek with us for bases on which 
to cffect an acceptable transaction, important events, which I cannot 
pass over in silence, have happened on the other side to contirm ita resist- 
ance, and, by authorising its doubts, place the Government of the Fmperor 
in new difficulties. Ceneral Garibaldi, substituting his individual initiative 
for the regular action ef the public powers, organised en cxpedition 
notoriously Girected egainst us and claiming with arms in his land the 
possession of Nome, placed under the safeguurd of our flag. ‘ihe Govern- 
ment of the King—i husten to acknowledge it—with a resolution and 
energy to which it is only just to do honour, and which demonstrated his 
loyalty, happily suppressed that attempt. Its conception alone, snd the 
commencement of its cxeention which followed, revealed, however, in Italy 
n situation troubled by the ferrmenation of anarchical passions. At the same 
time, in a grat neighbouring country tumultuous manifestations were 
organised of which tho avowed object was to affect the resulutions of the 
Government of the Emperor. If it appears to me superfinons to reeall the 
fact that the tlag of France never retires before any menace, I believe I have 
no need cither to claim fur the policy of my country the most entire inde- 
pendene> from allextertor pressure. Nevertheless, Sir, these facts, which I can- 
not pass over in atsolate silence, would not have stopped the Goverament 
of the Emperor in its persevering efforts to arrive at the concili:tion of 
the two great intcre-ts in Italy, which are the objects of his constant spli- 
citude, if the oficial communication which was made to us in the cirewlar 
of General Durando on the 10th of last month, and the pndlication which 
that document reevived, had not for the moment destroyed the hope that we 
wished to found on the Cisposition of the Italian Governiuent to effect the 
transaction which we wish to bring to bear. In eifect, after having referred 
to the suppression of the attempt of Gariba'di, General Durando appro- 
priates it in his prograinme, and asserting the right of ltaly over Rome, 
claims in the name of his Government the delivery of that capital and the 
disposition of the Holy Father. In presence of this solemn assertion and this 
peremptory revin jication, all discussion appears to me useless, and all atempts 
at an secommoJation ilneory. IJ state it with sincere regret, the Italian 
Government, by its absolate declarations which I have just recalled to mind, 
is placed on ground on which the permanent and traditional interests of 
France, not less than the actual exigencies of her policy, interdict us from 
following. Ido jnstice to the friendly and mo4d:rate form of the communi- 
eation waich has been mae to me in the last place by the Minister of Italy, 
Hat J in vain search therein for the elements of a negotiation to which wo 
can lead oursel jug to our view this negotiation can only haye 
for o) ls >» interests which recommend tiemselves to our 
rolicitude by different titles, both equally respectable for us, and we should 
not know how to sacrifice the one to the other. The Italian Government 
knows, besides, that is will always find ns disposed to examine with deference 
and symp thy all the combinations whivh it may sugrest to us, and which 
would appear of a nature to accomplish the object which wisdom, we would 
hope, wiil at last aid us to attain.

Her Majesty's Government have, however, not been informed up to the 
present time that the Russian Government have agreed to co-operate with 
England and France on this occasion, although that Government may 
support the endeavours of England and France to attain the end proposed. 

But is the end proposed atrainable at the present imoment by the course 
suggested by the Government of France? Sach is the question which has 
beeu anxiously and carefully examined by her Majesty's Government. 

After weighing all the information which has been received from America, 
her Majosty'’s Governnient are led to the conclusion that there is no ground 
at the present moment to hope that the Federal Government would accept 
the proposal suggested, and a refusal from Washington at present would 
prevent any speedy renewal of the offer. 

Her Majesty's Government think, therefore, that it would he better to 
watch carefully the progress of opinion in America, and if, as there appears 
reason to hope, it may be found to have undergoue, or may undergo here- 
after, any change, the three Courts might then avail themselves of ecch 
change to off r their friendly counsel with a greater prospect than now exists 
of its being accepted by the two contending parties. 

Her Mejesty’s Government will commumieate to that of France any intelli- 
gence they may receive from Washington or Richr: ond bearing on this 
important subject.

Almost the only Paris paper that jadges temperately, 2nd not une 
fairly, the conduct of the English Government in tle matter of the 
French note on intervention in America is the 3foniteur, 

The words or acts of the English Government are not judged with 
the samie induleence or with the same fairness in other Parisian 
joarnals, Acemding to them the desire of England is the ruin of 
two great maritime States, and on their rnin to raise the prosperity of 
India. And one paper thinks that the English Government “ prefers 
destroying millions by famine to exposing the great merchants who 
speenlate on the scarcity of cotton to lose their money.” 

But the least charitable of these judgments is found in the Débats, 
which hes seen reason to alter its original opinions on American 
affairs, We are told by M. Weisa, in his usual summary of foreign 
news in that paper, thet in Lord Bussell’s note “it is impossible to 
descend lower in the depths of whit may be called deliberate 
Mechiavelism, for there is always & little perfidy in Albion.” 

As a matter of course, no very creditable motives are attributed to 
England for declining to interfere in the quarrel, In a long article 
iu the same paper, signed “ Prevost Paradol,” it is asked whether any 
one is more interested than England in the destruction of the 
American Republic :— 

Who desires with more ardour, and for such excellent reasons, the final 
dcfeat and the irrevocable dismemberment of the United States? Whether 
it be that England thinks of her present calamities and contemplates her 
deserted manufactories ; whether it be that she dreams of her future greatness 
and alrceaiy devours with her eyes the vast territory of the South, which, 
ouce separated from the United States, would so naturally ard so esmpletely 
fall under her infiacnce; or, finally, whether she exalts. beforehand over 
the degradation of the American flag and the annihilation of a maritime 
rival which was daily growing more powertul, England cannot restrain her 
hopes, and every morning in the country of Wilberforce the voice of a 
hundved journals is raised to Heaven tocall down the Divine blessing on the 
arms of slaveowners. The slave journals of Paris lose their labour ; on the 
American, question they will never be as English as their Loudon 
contemporarics.

Normanton, By A.J. Barnowciirye, Author of “ Am®ertili,” &e, 
Smith, Elder, and Co, 

Mr, Barrowcliffe is a mas er of cheverly-campressed story writing ; 
but he ia very little more, He adorns a tale, but points. no moral, 
ail conveys no more teachicg than everybody knows, ‘This is said 
ly in explanation, with a view to letting the reader kaow the 
kind of entertainment to be found in ‘ Normanton,” and not in the 
slightest degree in the spirit of fault-finding, In modern literature 
novels of the “De Vere” and “Tremaine” class have amply repre- 
seated stories of character. The political novel was over-represented 
someyearesince, There has heen a musical novel, Charles Auchester,” 
and “social question” novels have met with Mra, Gaskell and the 
Rev, Chatles Kingeley as their kindest avd most ale exponents, Such 
subjects take their turn or go to the wall in order to make way for 
ecnsation, But the love novel must always be aa permanent as love 
ivelf, and is equally liable to end happily or unhappily, as Fate or 
Inagination may respectively dictate, But, tanght by the touching 
appeals of Mr, Wilkie Colina, and perhaps with a wholesome respect 
for the legal propensities of Mr, Charies Reade, we skall not les the 
reader into the nltimate secret of Mr. Barrowcliffe’s story. Some 
might think it hoppy, It isa matter of opinion, of degree, and of 
kind, English village life, with the ordinary mmirer, who dies, 
leaving a quaint will, the inevitable millwhcel, the parson, the 
hall and the squire, the pretty girls, and the different kinds 
of lovers, huebands, and betrayers that beset them, cannot

Abounding with incidents scircely less wonderful than the legends 
which accompany them, there is in the history of that old Venetian 
Republic ample materials for pictures, where all the accessories of 
architecture, colour, and costume combine in their richest variety to 
form a background for stories of the most intense interest, From 
the time when the inhabitants of those islands, formed in the lagune 
by the deposits of countless rivers, first appointed Paul Anafesto as 
their Dux, Doge, or Doer, in 697, to the fall of Manin, who survived 
the Republic itself, the annals of Venice are full of a strange and 
deep significance, 

The names of the twelve electors whose united suffrages called 
Paolo Luca Anafesto to the chief magistracy are still preserved, and 
from them eprang the Venetian aristocracy. In looking through the 
privileges of this magistracy, there is little to be discovered which 
separates it from an actual despotism, although the appointment was 
accompanied by a form which implied a popular election, Not only

did the Doge svear to obey the laws, but the proc'amation said— 
“Tet the Doge alone preside over the government of the people with 
justice and moderation ; let him appoint the tribunes and the judges, 
who shall administer justice both to clergy and laityj; and if any one 
In addition 
to this power of final adjudication, all ecclesiastical synods were 
convoked by him; and with him rested the right of investing 
the prelates, who might be chosen by the people. Above all, he 
alone possessed the prerogative of peace or war, The Government, 
however, possessed 80 much of a popular character that no incon- 
siderable part of the history of Venice is identified with the struggles 
of the people against the tyrannous attempts of a succession of 
governors, many of whom met with violent deaths in consequence of 
their attempted violation of the public liberties. Not till 809, under 
the direction of Angelo Participazio, were the sixty islets clustering 
round the Rialto connected by bridges, a capital reared within their 
circuit, and the cathedral and the ducal palace founded on the site 
which they still occupy. Eighteen years afterwarda, in the reign of 
Justiniani, the son of Angelo, a second important public event was 
consummated in securing the relics of the saint who was ever after- 
wards the patron of Venice, 

These remains were obtained from Alexandria, where the church

in which they were deposited was about to be destroyed for the sake 
of decorating a palace with its rare and costly marbles, According 
to the narration of Sabellico, the corpse of a female eaint (Clandia) 
was substituted hy the priests for that of Saint Mark, since it was 
feared that the removal of the remains, by the means of which 
miracles had been wrought, would incite the populace to violence, 
When the cerementa were opened, however, the powerful odour of 
sanctity emanating from the relics almost betrayed them to the crowd 
of worshippers who thronged to inspec; them, The substitution 
was concealed, however, and, in order to transport their sacred cargo 
without interruption, the body of the saint was placed in a large 
basket stuffed with herbs, and covered with joints of pork, in order 
to warn the Mussulman from contact with the apparently unclean 
burden, while to ensure themselves from too close a scrutiny the 
bearers of the relics shouted, “ Khanzir, khanzir!” (a hog, a hog !) 
until they reached the vessel where their burden was wrapped in a 
sail, and, to avoid the search for contraband goods, hoisted to the 
yardarm of the mainmast. From that time the efligy of the Saint, 
or his Lion, blazed on the Venetian standards and was impressed on 
the coinage, and the cry of the people, whether at feast or ba'tle, 
waa “ Viva San Marco!”

sounded at the siege of Tyre. In the middle of the twelfth century 
the power of the Doge was analy lesaened by the accumulating 
strength of an oligarchy ; and when the fisrce Ziani succeeded to the 
throne, the spirit of commerce had begun to supersede the love of 
national glory, The disaster which had recently befallon the Venetian 
navy, however, did not prevent the Doge from defending Pope 
Alexander ITT, from the insults of the Mmperor Frederick, Is was on 
the return of the victorious Ziani, after destroying the Imperial 
fleet, that the Pope conferred upon Venice hex most cherished 
gift, Assoon as the conqueror touched tho land the Holy Vather 
presented him with a ring of gold, opake,” he eaid, “this ring, and 
with it teke, on my avthority, the sea as yoursubject. Uvery year, onthe 
retuin of this happy day, you and your successors shall make known to 
all posterity that the right of conquest has subjugated the Adriatic to 
Venice as a spouse to her husband” For more than six bundred 
ears on the Feast of Ascension, the Doge went, after hearing masa 
in San Nicolo, and, from his gorgeous state galley (the Bucentau), 
amidst a superb pageant, drop a golden ring into the bosom of 
the sea near the harbour of Lido, with the significant greetiny— 
“We wed thee with tis ring in token of our true and perpetual 
sovereignty.” ; 
Tt was at this period of Venetian history that the two great granite 
columns which still adorn the Piazetta of Saint Mark were erec'ed ca 
their present site, Brought home as trophies by Domenic» Michielion 
his return from Palestine in 1125, it was more thon seventy years b-fore 
they were taken from the quay, whence Nicolo [ irattiero afterwards 
retioved them and succceded in fixing them in thelr commanding 
position, Being promised that any boon he chose to ask should be 
ranted in return for bia skill, he preferred the strarge request 
Gaobably attaching some monopoly to the éxercise of his right) that 
games of chance which were forbidden im the cap'ta shoult be 
played in the space between the coluuins, To counteract the effects 
of this concession the Government resorted to an extraordinary 
remedy, Tho space between “the red pillars” was made the 
pene of public exccutions, and the spot immedlately beneath 
the windows of the palace became infamous as the fatal area 
in which the bodies of malefactors Were gibbeted.

Wrrarrven may be the comparative merits of the two 
parties whose contests are now convulsing America, it is certain 
that the series of outrages which the Northern States has 
committed under pretext of military authority has been revoli- 
ing alike to chivalry and humanity.

monster. But as evils alwaye tend to bring about their 
own remedixs, so tha rude shock of the battle-field 
has rendered a rouzh kind of chivalry a necessity, The 
bravest of warriors, those where names have been most 
renowned on the field as well as iu song and story, have ordi- 
narily béen most merciful to the conquered, Cowar's are 
almost invariably cruel, If any indication be miore sure 
than another of fhe want of hope of the Northern 
States of Amerfta in the present direfal conflict, it is the 
Coristant arid relterated perpetration of acts of vengeance. 
The sinking of the stone ficet, by which the Union party vainly 
attempted to obstruct the beneficence of Nature by subjecting 
@ great soaport to a permanent and irremediable blockade, was 
one of these acts, What we then pointed out 2s probable has 
since come to pass, The stone fleet, which was to have sealed 
up Charleston for ever, has sunk more deeply than was required, 
The sand, instead of accumulating, as was expected, on each side

It 
appeered to him that it onght to be strongly and definitely aseerted on 
behalf of the whole country that there were special obligations 
attvehing to the various classes composing the community ef Lan- 
cashire. He would look to those drst who were not locally interested 
in the factory population, There were a number of person who, 
in Liverpool, bat been agents—and he did not say it as a reproach 
to theu:—in a bevelicial process, but they were a claes who were not 
immediately connected with the factery population, who habitually con- 
ducted the usnal trade regulating the supply of cotton in the market, to 
whoin this cotton famine had not only becn no calamity, bat to whom it had 
been a source of rapid fortune and advancement in the world. No one 
would deny that an agent ef that class onglit to minister liberally to those 
on whoin the famine op raced with so diferent and crashing aneffect. Take, 
then, the landowners of Lancashire; it was impossible to deny that their 
property, in most instances, without any activity on their part, hed been 
rising rapidly in value, and had placed some of them among the Princes and 
potentates of the land, owing to the labours carricd on for a long series of 
years in Lancashire. Let them then look to the mafllowners. — Now, it was 
hardly possible in ease of this kind, when they spoke gencrally, to be just; 
they were obliged to speak yenerally, as the nature of every FEnglish- 
mon revolted sgainst attempis at minute investigation into the con- 
duet of this man or of thet man—therefore the entire class must 
bo responsible for the Inkewarmness or eelfishness of individuals. 
Bat neither the landowners nor the millowners must be judged 
by the public enbseription; aud, indeed, the proper place for the 
millowners was not the subseription-list. They had kept open their mills 
in many instances at a loss to themeelyes, and when that could be done it 
was a most muonificent and efficacious means of relicf, ‘Phere were others 
who had rot kept open their mills, who had sold the evt'on they had in their 
stock, but yet had dove their daty nobly by their workpeople. He knew of 
a cise in Glasgow, & house of creat respectability, who, finding itself pos- 
serscd of a considerable stock of cotton, found it inp. sible to work it up but 
at an enormous loss. Having sold their cotton, they took upon themselves 
the support of their workpeople, paying them one moiety of thelr wages, 
costing the firm £250 a week, or £13,000 a year. Hie thought that house 
onght not to appear in the subseription-list ; ond, if it had appeared in the 
list, such a sum would have appeared muniiicent : ft wonld have appearel a 
mean proceeding as compared with what they have done, At the sume time 
this meetings was justiticd in firmly asserting that the relations of the 
Lancashire owners of property, and eapeeially the Lancashire employers of 
Jabour were not such that their obligations had terminated when the 
wages were paid and the mills shut up.

the good offices of Monshgnore Sagretti, ic appears that the realisation of the 
Royal reunion is again as distant as ever.” 

Sr. PAUL'S CATHEDRAL.—Mr,. Penrose, who fills the office of surveyor 
general of St. Paul's, has tak.n advantage of the appointment of aCommittee 
of the House of Commons on the Ecclesiastical Commission and revenues to 
state before them the need of some better provision for the maint-mance of 
S!. Paul's Cathedral. There is a “ Fabric Fund,” which is vested in the 
Lord Primate, the Bishop of the diocese, and the Lord Mayor for the timo 
being, aud whieh consists partly of the balance of the money which was 
raised by tho coal-tax granted for rebuiliting St. Paul's, and partly of a 
leavehold estate beqneathed for the purpose by Dean Clarke (ot Winchester) ; 
but the fund, producing only about £1200 a year, is quite insufficient to 
the building in a satisfactory aud creditable condition. This will not be 
surprising when we state that there are more than 559) square feet, or two 
avres, of lealwork exposed to the sun, the soot, and ths weather, and the 
bad work of the dome now demands very extensive repairs ; there are also 
abont 450,000%t., cr ten acres and © hall, of stonework likewise exposed to 
the suluhurcons vapours and smoke of London, to say nothing of the interior, 
ot which the superticial area (invlnding the erspt) is about twelve acres; bab 
this suffers less since the catheiral has been properly warmed in winter, 
The prominent surfaces upon which the architectaral effect of ths buildin 
dependa, and also such projecting mouldings, coping, and cornices as psicon 4 
thesubstra ture, areconstantly acted upon and slowly worn away; the external 
steps ana the payement of marble are very dilapidated, and the building is dis- 
gravetally dirty, A considerable portion of the fund (£236) is devoted to 
insuring the church from fire to the extent of £95,000 ; its total value may 
be es'inatod at £1,509,000, but damage by fire could not be done to a greater 
extent than, perhaps, £600,000, The risk of fice has, however, become much 

ter siice Lhe erection of enormous warehouses close to the cathedral— 

warehonses which are filled with inflammable goods, and which wonld throw 

out imm nse heat. The Ite Mr, Braidwood saggosted presantions which 

would reqnire an expenditure of some hundreds of ponds, but there are no 

hundreds of pounds to spare. The buitding is detertorating, and, unleas 

attended to, must grow worse in a rapidly-ineressing rate. The struetnre 
has not yet gone at all beyond ths power of keeping it in excellant condition 
if it is attended to at once; but it will require an ontlay of £2000 a year 
more than the ine »me of the present fund. The decanal, capitular, and pre- 
bendal e sates of Ss. Paul's in the hands of the Commission produce about 
£25,000 ay and Mr. Penrose points ont that they will increase largely

A BEWITCHED CAPTAIN. 


Tue Local Marine Board at Bristol has inve ated a charge against 
Cc Mathias, of the barque Usk, for putting back to Newport from Cape 
Horn, while labouring under a strange mental delusion. Their decree was as 
follows :—“ That Captain Mathias, on a voyage from Newport to Caldera, 
did, whiist under a mental ddasicn, and without any proper or snfficient 
cause or reason, instead of proceeding on the said voyage, pat the said vessel 
back and returned with her to Newport; and that this Board considers 
Captain Mathias to be still Jabouring under such delusion, and incoinpetent | 
to take charge or act as master of any ship or vessel; and that this 
Board doth, therefore, cancel the certificate of the sail Captain Mathias,” 
Captain Mathias made the followipg etatement:—“ I have never seen 
my glass so low before as it was then in going round Caps Horn, 
either going out or coming home. After breakfast, I was accustomed, 
having been a professor of religion for seventeen years, to read a 
chapter in the Bible to myself in the cabin, and porform my service to my 
Creator. After that had transpired one morning I felt a pressure upon wy 
mind such as I had not felt beforein all my life. first I began to ask myself, 
* What does this mean?’ as I generally felt light and comfortable in all cir- 
cumstances of life, and there have been no circumstances that hay 
peculiarly happened to me during my Ife. I began to inquire to myself 
what it all meant, and said that I would go and make a point of prayer 
of it, and I found a still small voice speak to me within me, teling me 
to return to Newport with the ship. But J strove within myself, and in m: 
own soul firmly wrestled against it. The more I strove, the more it 
resisted me, and I found the power to be irresistible. I remained in a 
state of great excitement, aud no one on board the ebip could help 
seeing my emotion. No one kaew, indecd, what concerned me; and, if the 
truth be spoken by every person on board the sbip, the power must have 
been felt. I remained till the afcernoon, and then began to consider what it 
meant, and what it all was; for the stiil emall voice spoke audibly and 
clearly within me, expecting tha! I would give up my purpose, gr He would 
break me without remedy. Visions I have not scen; nothing, no bodily 
shape, has appeared to me. Only my own feelings have I experienced, such 
as every Christian man would fecl. With regard to returning home, I said 
within myself,‘ Well, I should like to have a sign to know for certain, that 
I may not be deceived in my heart and deceive my own self in the presence 
of my Creator.’ That voice spoke to me ogain, and told nie that the glass 
should rise. It said, ‘I will take my hand oif you, and the glass shall rise 
immediately if you are obedient to theeomiand given you.’ I implored the 
Divine compassion to allow me to remain till the Sunday morning at day- 
light, as the storm was terrific. I thought that the vessel would be safer in 
the trough of the sea than ranning before such a storm. I could not sleep 
nor rest. I suffered for eight days. On the eighth a I felt more easy, and 
I turned the ship, and we had a favourable wind. detected the hand of 
Providence in ic; and when we arrived off Lundy Island I said chat the 
ship would be in port that night. Everything came a3 I foretold; aud the 
ofilcers of the ship haye seen things in that ship that they cannot account 
for. I can see and aceount for them. ‘The will of the Lord has been accom- 
plished. But do not think I have seen any form, or visions, or bodily shape 
of any kind. I haye known nothing but the Christian feeling—that still, 
sinall vice, which spoke to me audibly.” 


DEATH OF A CAVALRY VETERAN.—There died, on the 9th inst., at tho 
the cavalry barracks, Cabir, ‘Crimean Bob,” the oldest troop-horse in the 
British cavalry. Tiis veteran commenced his career in the 15th Bus 
and on their emburkation for India was transferred to the 14th Lig 
Dr ms, and from that regiment to the 11th Hu sars in like maoner, when 
the J4th were orde:ed on foreign service. He firat joined the Army on tie

importance whieh it could uot possess. Steele did uot ;:v quite ao far 
as his friend Sir John Edgar, who published in the 7/catre a gross 
and disguetiog libel on some members of the Frenvl: Opera, whose 
presence in Londoa wight (he appears to have thought) dv some 
harm Lo the playhouse then under his management; but Steele, ne- 
vertheless, was hot ashamed to give a pseudo comic avcount of the 
wadness of a fevourite singer (not an Itaiian) who was really insane, 
Adéison’s satire of the opera never goes. beyond goodhumenred 
pleasantry; and the very fact of his having written so miuch avout it is

MASSACRE OF ITALIAN SOLDIERS BY BRIGANDS.—A ve y painful 
seusation has been caused throughout Italy by the tidings of the massacre 
of a detachment of forty infantry men of the Royal army by a band of 200 
brigands, near St Severo, in the province of Capitanata. The unlucky 
soldiers had been led into an ambush by aspy, who informed therm that teu 
brigands were lurking in a wood called I] Gosco della Grotta, between Santa 
Croce di Mayliano and Maglianico. Surrounded by a force five times their 
own number, in the thick of the forest, the brave mien endeavoured to cul 
their way through the midst of vuem. ‘Twenty-one of them were shot or 
cut duwn on the spot, thirteen were taken prisoners and burnt alive at no 
great distance in u strawloft. Among the latter was the officer in command 
of the detachment, Captain Rota, a Garibaldian, who was one of the famous 
‘housand of Marsala. It ecems that no less than 8v0 brigar ds, all mounted, 
are at this present moment infesting the open plaius of Puglia, and especially 
the province of Cepitanata. It never happens, however, that these rufiiaus 
obiain any success over the Royal Lroops, or even await an encounter with 
them. ‘The troops, nevertheless, are worn out end disgusted, if not dispirited, 
and the population so utterly demoralisod by the incredible sufferings to 
which the continuance of the scourge of brigandage exposes them, that nu 
less than one-fourth of the lands of the provinces are out of cultivation. 

THE NEW AlCUBISHOP OF YORK.—The Night Rev, William Thonison, 
D.D., who bas been nominated by the Crowa to the archbishopric of York, 
is not ouly the youngest prelate in the order of consceration, bat tle 
youngest in point of years. He was born on the 1th of i ebruary, 1519. 
He is the son of a tradesman at Whitchaven, aud owes all his distinctions, 
academical and professional, vo his own exertions. The new Archbishop is 
the son ef Mr. John Thomson, of Whitelaven, and, having been educaed 
at Shrewsbury School, was entered at Queen's College, Oatord, where he 
became tcholar, Fellow and Tutor, and Provost. He graduated in 1519, 
when he took a tiind-class in classics. In 1842 he was ordained Dew 
aud was admitted into Priest's crders in the following year. He wi: 
Curate first at Guildford, then at Cuddesden, and in 15i8 was appointed 
Select Preacher at Oxford. In 1853 he was chosen to preach the Bampton 
Lectures at Oxford, his subject being “ The Atoning Work of 
Christ.” In 1855, on the resignation of Dr. Baring, now Bishop of Durham, 

Lord Palmerston, who was then Prime Minister, nominated bim to the 
rectory of All Souls’ Church, Langham-place, in the parish of St. Marylebone, 
but in the course of a few months afterwards the provostship of All Souls 
College becoming vacant by the death of Dr. Fox, Dr. Thomson was clected 
to it, notwithstanding some oppo-ition which he had met with in cons- 
quence of his successiul exertions to destruy the closeness of the college. In 
1855 he was elected preacher of Lincoln's Inn ; in 1859 he was appointed onc 
of tse Chaplains in Ordinary to her Majesty, and iu 1861, on tue translation 
of Dr. Bering, he was nominated to the bishopric of Gloucester and bristol.
